I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1944. 

Figures  of  population  which  on  the  grounds  of  national 
security  were  omitted  from  the  reports  prepared  during  the  war 
are  now  included. 

Throughout  the  year  the  health  of  the  District  was  well 
maintained  and  there  was  no  epidemic  disease  among  the  general 
population,  although  the  incidence  of  certain  infectious  diseases 
such  as  Scarlet  Fever  and  7/hooping  Cough  showed  an  increase  over 
the  previous  year.  The  incidence  of  Measles  was  low,  but  there 
was  an  outbreak  of  Dysentery  in  a Residential  Nursery. 

The  campaign  for  the  protection  of  children  against 
Diphtheria  continues  to  produce  most  satisfactory  results. 

During  the  year  306  children  under  5 years  and  85  children 
from  5-15  years  were  inoculated.  The  results  of  the  Schick 
Test  - which  is  offered  to  every  child  inoculated  - showed  98.5^ 
were  satisfactory. 

Two  doses  of  A.P.T.  are  used,  with  a month’s  interval. 

A third  dose  - a refresher  dose  - is  offered  to  all  entrants  to 
school  who  were  immunised  as  pre-school  children.  In  a high 
percentage  of  cases  this  further  protection  is  accepted  by  the 
parent  at  the  first  school  medical  inspection.  A mild  degree  of 
reaction  is  often  found  to  occur  after  the  refresher  dose,  but  it 
is  not  sufficient  to  cause  concern. 

During  the  four  years  (1941  - 1944  inclusive)  since  the 
scheme  started,  a total  of  5,482  children  have  been  immunised, 
of  whom  2,370  were  under  5 years  and  3,112  between  5 and  15  years. 

In  September,  1944,  an  estimation  was  made  of  the  percentage 
of  children  immunised  who  were  on  the  Nurses’  registers,  i.e. 
children  between  1 and  5 years  of  age.  The  percentage  figure  was 
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79,  but  does  not  agree  with  the  figure  based  on  the  eetimated 
population  of  the  area,  which  in  the  half-yearly  return  sent  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  was  shown  as  67$  on  31st  December,  1944, 
for  the  same  age  group. 

The  discrepancy  may  be  due,,  in  part,  to  the  estimated 
child  population  being  too  high;  probably  a correct  figure  would 
lie  between  the  two  given,  but  no  accurate  estimation  can-  be  made 
without  a census  being  taken. 

The  estimated  percentage  of  school  children  immunised 
remains  high  at  86.

One  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  a school  child,  and 

one  in  an  old  lady  of  66;  the  former  had  only  moved  into  the 
district  from  an  adjoining  area  a few  days  before,  owing  to  hc-r 
house  being  damaged  by  a bomb.  She  is  said  to  have  been  inoculated 
early  in  }.941,  when  some  of  the  material  supplied  was  not  of  a 
high  potency,  but  -does  not  appear  to  have  been  Schick  Tested. 

During  the  year  much  preliminary  work  in  connection  with 
the  Rural  Housing  Survey  was  undertaken,  and  Mr.  L.E.  Scott, 

Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  was  released  from  the  Forces  in 
December,  in  time  to  commence  the  actual  survey  at  the  beginning  of 
the  present  year. 

The  problem  of  overcrowding,  which  still  persists  to  some 
extent,  is  likely  to  become  more  acute  in  the  future,  when  members 
of  the  Forces  are  demobilised,  and  I can  see  no  possibility  of 
dealing  with  the  matter  satisfactorily  until  new  houses  are  available 

Owing  to  the  pressure  of  other  duties,  less  time  than 
for  many  years  past  was  spent  on  the  inspection  of  cowsheds  and 
dairies,  and  the  methods  of  milk  production;  it  is  hoped  that  it 
may  be  possible  before  long  to  resume  the  normal  procedure  end  to 
maintain  it_. 
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Mr.  Chapman,  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  has  continued 


to  bear  the  brunt  of  the  heavy  work  and  responsibilities  of  tho 
Department,  and  I owe  him  a deep  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  way  in 
which  he  has  surmounted  ell  his  difficulties.  Mr.  Clucas  and 
Mr.  Stanford  have  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner  all  the 
duties  allotted  to  them,  os  also  have  Miss  M.  Catt  and  Miss  M.  Lambert . 


The  Casualty  Services  wore  busy  throughout  the  year, 


during  which  several  Flying  Bomb  incidents  occurred.  Mr.  F.D.  Walton, 
the  First  Aid  Commandant  and  his  assistant  Miss  Wylie-Moore  worked 
hard  to  maintain  the  services  in  a state  of  efficiency,  and  as  a 
result  each  incident  was  dealt  with  in  a most  oreditable  manner. 


In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairmen  and 


Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement 
throughout  the  year.  .

WATER  SUPPLIES. 


The  extension  of  19.43  drought  conditions  into  1944  again

made  nqcessary  an  abnormal  attention  to  the  safeguarding  of'  wells

and  springs,  particularly  where  these  were  the  principal  sources 
of  supply,  as  in  the  west,  west-central  and  north-east  parts  of  the 
District.  The,  prevailing  causes  of  complaint  or  investigation 
were  neglect  and  disrepair  of  receptacles,  involving  chlorination, 
lime  or  permanganate  treatment  to  correct  pollution,'  excessive  iron 
or  brackishness,  and  except  for  one  area  where  the  latter  character- 
istic is  marked,  such  treatment  quickly  restored  the  sources  to 
potability.  ( •

A-  scheme  of  Emergency  Water  Supply,  whioh  commenced  in  1943, 
was  continued  to  those  areas,  which  had  been  seriously  affected  by  the 

drought,  and  78;, 846  gallons  of  water  were  delivered  to  households.

Periodical  chemical  and,  bact eriological  analyses  of  water 

! ) 

from  the  various  Water  Companies'  mains  have  been  made,  from  which  it 
can  be  stated  that  the  (inanity  has'  been  consistently  wholesome,  and 
there  was  no  necessity  to  curtail  the  supplies  in  any  area. 

Financial  and  War  considerations  prevented  the  extension 
of  mains,  but  investigations  were  carried  out  in  several  areas 
preparatory  to  schemes  for  post-war  consideration  or  fulfilment, 
whilst  the  subject  has  also  been  included  in  reports  to  the  Advisory 
Committee  on  Water  Supplies  within  the  County. 
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In  the  case  of  two  main  sources  of  supply,  the  water  is 
ferruginous,  and  appropriate  aeration  and  precipitation  treatment  is 
constantly  carried  out,  in  addition  to  .the  compulsory  chloramine 
treatment  prescribed  for  all  piped  supplies  as  a War-time  measure. 

No  cases  of  plumbo- solvent  action  on  pipes  or  fittings 
have  been  reported,  either  in  connection  with  main  supplies  or 
domestic  sources,  and  in  view  of  the  characteristics  of  the  former  and 
their  treatment,  its  occurrence  would  only  arise  in  consequence  of 

. 1 • -..i 

an  accident,  failure  of  plant  or  other  abnormal  cause. 

A supply  of  piped  water  is. laid  on  to  approximately  7508 
houses,  whilst  the  proportion  of  the  population  so  supplied  direct 
to  the  houses  is  67$.  Comparatively  few  houses  throughout  the  whole 
district  are  supplied  by  means  of  a standpipe,  amounting  to  less  than 
1.5$.  These  are  mainly  of  the  terrace  type  or  so  arranged  as  to 
prevent  individual  taps,  without  reconstructions  or  redrainage. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Although  no  alterations  or  extensions  have  been  made  to 
the  sewers  or  pumps,  which  have  functioned  as  well  as  the  exceptional 
staff  difficulties  and  deteriorating  plant  would  allow,  reference 
should  be  made  to  the  overloaded  state  of  two  of  the  systems,  nar$ly, 
Pole  gate  and  Willingdon,  where,  primarily  owing  to  evacuation  and 
requisitioned  premises,  an  additional  burden  was  placed  upon  the 
disposal  works. 

As  these  areas  have  since  been  the  subject  of  an  Official 
enquiry,  it  is  possible  that  approval  will  be  forthcoming  to  the 
improvements  and  extensions  now  so  long  overdue. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS  ♦ 

A marked  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  cleaning  out 
of  river  courses,  the  removal  of  silt  and  debris  of  years,  the  dis- 
connection of  farmyard  drainage  and  cesspool  overflows  and  trade  waste, 
stimulated  possibly  (a)  by  the  need  which  has  been  made  clear  by 
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months  of  drought  (b)  by  the  continued  pressure  by  the  Council  over 
a period  to  restrain  pollution  and  to  preserve  watercourses  for 
agricultural  purposes  and  (c)  by  the  assistance  afforded  by  the

County  Agricultural  Committee. 

In  several  instances  main  water  has  been  used  to  supplement 
domestic  supplies,  and  householders  advised  and  assisted  in  the 
chlorination  of  the  water  for  consumption,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  the  public  have  acquired  a degree  of  "watermindedness” . 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SCHEME  AND  SALVAGE  COLLECTION. 

The  handicaps  experienced  in  previous  years  have  been 
intensified  by  the  labour  and  transport  dif f iculties , to  such  an 
extent  that  it  has  only  been  possible  to  maintain  the  services  by 
increasing  the  intervals  between  the  collections.  Two  principal 
factors  have  operated  to  this  end,  namely,  (1)  the  refusal  of  the 
responsible  departments  to  recognise  and  schedule  the  service. as 
an  "essential”  one,  and  (2)  the  phenomenal  increase  in  tinned  and 
bottled  commodities  causing  a disproportionate  amount  of  indestruct- 
ible refuse.  The  collection  of  Salvage,  as  hitherto,  has  been  the 
responsibility  of  this  Department  and  has  been  systematically  carried 
out  with  successful  and  profitable  results.

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

Apart  from  Bakehouses  and  workshops-  where  food  of.  various 
kinds  are  prepared,  the  inspection  of  Factories  and  Workshops  has 
necessarily  been  curtailed.  Worksdone  to  improve  lighting,  dampness 
or  abatement  of  nuisance  are.  included  in  the  Summary  below. 

BAKEHOUSES . 

The  cleansing  of  Bakehouses  has  invariably  lagged  behind 
the  necessary  standard  owing  to  the  stress  under  which  the  businesses 
have  been  carried  on.  Notwithstanding  this,  as  a result  of  constant 
supervision  exercised  with  tact  and  f orebearance,  the  premises  have 
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been  generally  maintained  in  a clean  and  wholesome  state.  In 
several  cases  assistance  has  been  given  in  the  extermination  of 
cricket,  beetle,  cookroach  and  rodent  pests. 

HOUSING.  ' ' . 1 . ' 

• • • ) 

Although  systematic  inspection  of  houses  was  not  possible, 
the  numbers  included  in  response  to  complaints  of  excessive  dampness, 
defects  and  sanitary  deficiencies,  have  been  somewhat  surprising,  and 
as  reported  elsewhere,  have  comprised  a preponderance  of  those  with 
defective  water  fittings,  receptacles  and  source  of  supply,  a natural 
result  of  nearly  six  years  of  neglect  or  disintegration.  It  was 
not  until  Circulars  2871/43  and  9/44  General  Scheme  for  Repair  of 
Houses  became  generally  advertised  and  applied  by  the  public,  that 
any  appreciable  progress  could  be  made.  Since -then,  apart  from  the 
customary  percentage  of  unsatisfactory  landlords  who  have  taken 
advantage  of  labour  difficulties  and  shortage  of  materials,  a genuine 
attempt  has  been  in  evidence  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities 
to  repair  houses  with  or  without  a licence..  • ..... 

OVERCROWDING.  • ' 

„ . — ...  ■■  ■■■ 

The  concomitants  of  War  have  naturally  neutralized  much 
of  the  good  v/ork  of  the  1935  Survey,  in  that  the  growth  and 
multiplication  of  families  have  presented  a major  problem,  which  is 
proving  most  difficult  to  correct,  and  it  has  only  been  possible  in 
several  of  the  cases  reported  during  1944  to  relieve  rather  than 
abate  overcrowding,  the  only  solution  for  which  will  be  "more  houses 
suitable  for  the  working  classes"  . 

MILK  & DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926.  MILK  -EXAMINATION  ■&  CLEAN  MILK.-  PRODUCTION. 

This  duty  has  been  pursued  with  all  the  vigour  and 
regularity  which  other  more  pressing  duties  would  permit,  and  although 
the  number  of  samples  taken  is  below  that  recorded  for  1943,  the 
standard  indicated  by  results  must  be  considered  satisfactory,  having 
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regard  to  the  exceptional  difficulties  which  have  attended  War-time 
production.  As  in  previous  years,  the  samples  were  examined  for 
Sediment,  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  qualities  and  also  by  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test . 

Several  samples  were  found 'to  be  under  standard  in  non- 
fatty solids  and  this  was  clearly  due  to  feeding  deficiencies,  since 
the  corresponding  milk  fats  were  relatively  high. 

Many  producers  have  taken  advantage  of  the  grant-aided 
scheme  under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  in  spite 
of  all  the  handicaps  and  notwithstanding  present  deficiencies  in 
method  and  buildings,  it  is  gratifying  to  find  after  five  years  of 
War  that  the  District  Milk  Supply  is  being  maintained  in  quantity 
and  quality  at  a commendable  level. 

FOOD  INSPECTION.  ’ *•  • 

i 

The  strict  rationing  of  food  induced  farmers  and  others 
who  were  able,  to  supplement  their  supplies  by  slaughtering  an 
occasional  pig,  and  the  majority  of  those  so  slaughtered  under  Licence 
were  inspected.  In  all  such  cases  the  use  of  the  humane  killer  has 
been  insisted  upon,  as  a result  of  which  accidents  and  cruelty  have 
been  obviated.  As  there  is  no  centralised  Slaughterhouse  situated, in 
this  district,  this  work  has  generally  been  carried  out  at  the 
nearest  private  slaughterhouse,  the  occupiers  of  which  have  persisted 
in  renewing  their  licences.  All  canned  and  packed  foodstuffs  which 
have  deteriorated,  become  unsound  or  damaged  by  enemy  action,  have 
been  examined  and  dealt  with  and  Certificates  issued  in  support  of 
destruction  or  replacement  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

In  view  of  the  extensive  damage  to  glass  houses  by  Flying 
Bombs  at  the  time  of  the  ripening  fruit,  the  advice  and  assistance 
of  the  Department  were  sought  in  the  examination  of  the  fruit  damaged 
by  glass,  involving  several  tons.  This  service  was  greatly  appreciated 
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by  the  owrters  and  Departments  concerned,  for  it  was  instrumental  in 
releasing  large  quantities  for  consumption  which,  without  expert 
examination,  would  have  been  attended  by  considerable  risks. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES,  KNACKERS  YARD  & SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1953. 

Occasional  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  only  Knackers  Yard 
in  this  District,  in  which  the  flesh  is  prepared  only  as  food  for 
dogs.  As  centralised  slaughtering  operates  outside  the  area, 
inspections  of  slaughterhouses  have  been  confined  to  those  which 
farmers  and  cottagers  have  engaged  for  the  preparation  of  their  pigs. 
Practically  all  the  former  Licensees  have  continued  to  Licence  their 
Slaughterhouses  and  Slaughtermen  have  renewed  their  Licences  of

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  work  of  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  delegated  to  the 
Council  has  been  pursued  with  vigour  and  success,  results  of  which 
are  indicated  in  the  Summary.  This  work  has  been  intensified  since 
the  Ministry  of  Food  became  interested  in  the  subject  and  a Divisional 
Rodent  Officer  was  appointed.  The  propaganda  work,  together  with 
the  retention  of  the  Penny-per-Tail  scheme  (increased  to  two-pence 
in  1944)  has  stimulated  public  interest  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
justify  the  description  of  "a  successful  campaign”. 

SWIMMING  POOL,  HERSTMONCEUX. 

Owing  to  unreliable  methods  the  dosage  of  disinfectant 
to  this  pool  gave  rise  to  uneasiness  and  the  subject  was  pursued  with 
the  management  for  the  installation  of  an  approved  Chlorinator 
Diffuser,  which  was  fixed  and  in  use  by  May  29th,  1944.  This 
apparatus  has  been  invaluable  in  maintaining  the  pool  in  a wholesome 
state,  and  apart  from  a short  period  in  September,  when  Cylinder 
Gas  was  not  obtainable  and  chlorination  had  to  be  carried  out  with 
Chloros  and  Bleach,  there  has  been  no  difficulty  in  maintaining 
the  chlorine  content  of  the  water  at  a fairly  constant  level. 
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ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 


Although  the  increased  prevalence  of  Bed  Bugs  referred  to 
in  1945  Report  has  been  maintained.,  I do  not  attach  any  special 

significance  to  the  fact,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the incidence 

of  lice  and  fleas  has  also  increased.  Housing  conditions,  movements 
of  families,  accumulations  of  furniture,  clothing,  etc.,  are  probable 
explanations,  and  until  this  position  has  become  easier,  I am  not 
hopeful  of  a rapid  or  complete  eradication.  No  Council  Houses  were 
included  in  the  houses  affected  and  the  work  hss  been  carried  out 
without  any  serious  disturbance  to  occupation  or  mutilation  of 
property,  which  on  occasions  in  deep  seated  infestations,  is  likely 
to  be  considerable.  Other  pests  dealt  with  were  crickets,  furniture 
beetle,  death  watch  beetle,  ants,  cockroaches  and  cluster  flies, 
all  of  which  can  be  very  troublesome  and  destructive.
